day week-end period. 
The National Safety Council says 
400 persons normally die In traffic 
mishaps during an ordinary four 
days which Include a Saturday and 
Sunday.

Cease cutting rhubarb the first 
week in July and thereafter keep 
the clumps fed liberally to promote 
storage of plenty of nourishm ent in 
the roots. It is from this late sum ­ 
m er supply of stored plant foods 
th a t next spring’s crop of stalks will 
be produced. Do not allow clumps 
to develop seed stalks, as this weak­ 
ens the growth. 
Sim ilar advice applies to aspara­ 
gus. H arvest of sprouts should cease 
in early July and the bed should be

m anure and commercial fertilizer to 
stim ulate vigorous top growth the 
rem ainder of the season.

day from deficient moisture. There 
to no logical reavson why the late 
sum m er garden cannot be kept as 
lush and profitably productive as 
crops planted in April and May.
